Meere diabolicall I thinke we may call 
thoſe euils wherein no cauſc appeareth, 
but ſome wicked ſpirit only to diltemper + 
the body,and to cauſe the naturall facul- 
ties and partes of thebody cither not.to 
be able to-performe their dutics,or to do 
farre more, with greater ſtrength and vis 
olencechen nature alone can effec :ſuch 
were thoſe the ſcripture cals dermoniace, 
polleſled of deuils , inwhich moſt gree- 
vous torment, Sathan, doth moſ}.-com- 
monly bereaue the poſleiled of the'yſe 
of common ſence and reaſon,and workes 
in them great furies,as in thoſe ofthe Ga» 
da renites, /A4att.12:and ſuch.like.: ; :-
